Its weaknesses are also great. It is .easy,, once Russia has been ta- 
ken care of, for Austria .and Turkey to hit Italy. Once Russia has been 
taken care *f , Austria will have to attack Germany,' while Turkey sits on 
her hands. Austria's task.. is., difficult, while Turkey Is is boring. It is 
difficult to sit by vtfiile Italy moves out, -when it would be so easy to 
hit her. ; • .
